


MESD may back out of annexation

‘The obstacle arose with a letter

«MESD) sent April 16 to the Illinois 
American Water Co., saying: the 
district is not in favor of annexation 
Proceedings by Madison. The city 
has agreed to pay $244,000 for exten- 
aon of water service south of the ci- 
y.

Without this permit, several 
aldermen said, the entire plan to 
provide water to annexed.areas, in- 
eluding the busy Gateway Truck 
Stop on Hlinois Route 203, is in limbo 
until legal issues are resolved.

that the district's negative stand is 

being taken ‘‘without any 

reasonable purpose or cause other 

than to assist St. Clair County's in- 

terest to set aside or defeat the re- 
cent annexations.” 

MADISON’S LOCATION within 
Madison County has been cited as 
potentially diverting annexed com- 
mercial properties’ tax revenue 
from St. Clair County coffers to the 
city 


Casper Nighohossian, Madison ci- 
ty attorney, addressed the council. 
saying that on March 25 he and Gor- 
don attended a meeting of the 
sanitary -district board at which 
Greathouse and two other board 
members voted to approve the an- 
nexation plan. 

Greathouse told the Press-Record 
yesterday MESD approval had been 
given so quickly that the sanitary 
board was not aware the plan includ- 
ed a property takeover costly to St. 
Clair County. Later_ realization of 
the tax cost prompted the decision to 
oppose any easement for a water 
line, he said. 

THE DISTRICT consikts of por- 
tions of both Madison and St. Clair 
counties; .three of the five board 
members reside in Madison County. 

“I want to wait until Jolin Bellcoff 
becomes mayor (in early May) to 


take action. I want to do things right 
instead of expediently,”” Greathouse 
said 

Asked whether MESD will initiate 
ligitation against Madison and-or 
the water company, Greathouse 
answered, “it looks like it could get 
that way. : 


AGREEING THE BOARD did ap- 
prove the annexation, he said it is 
not at this point “backing out” of 
that position ‘‘but just wants to slow 
down and look at things. 


‘St. Clair County did not like 
reading in the paper that the county 
lost money when that (aspect) 
wasn’t discussed” by the sanitary 
district, Greathouse said. 

“Technically,” Greathouse _con- 
tinued, ‘‘the special meeting (March 
25) may not have been official due to 
the technicality that board members 


must be notified 48 hours in ad- 
vance; 48 hours’ advance notice was 
not given. 

Gordon asked fot and was granted 
permission to file under the 
Freedom of Information Act, re- 
questing from the Metro-East 
Sanitary District all its records and 
documents affecting the city’s an- 
nexation of pieces of property by 
Madison ordinances 1073 and 1077 
(Gateway and adjacent property). 

THE. CITY WILL ‘SEEK all 
records showing steps of any nature 
taken by MESD elected or appointed 
officers, employees or agents regar- 
ding the annexations, including ac- 
tions to resist or set aside the annex- 
ations for any reason, since Jan. 1, 
1980. 

Gordon also recéived authority to 
ask for records related to the St. 
Louis International Raceway and 


the Stagés night club since Jan. 1, 
1980, and MESD or St. Clair 
documents pertaining to the recent 
annexations by the City of Madison 
in St. Clair County. 

Gordon was granted permission to 
file requests with St. Clair County 
for information on past annexations 
of areas in that county, including 
territorial acquisitions ‘by the 
municipalities of Fairview Heights, 
Belleville, O'Fallon, East St. Louis, 
Cahokia and Sauget. 


AT THE END of the series of re- 
quests, Gordon asked the alderman 
to approve a general motion for the 
city to pursue’ determining) the 
legality of any acts by the sanitary 
district to stop Madison’s expansion 
to the south.

Legislation containing the major 
recommendations of the Illinois DUI 
Task Force, including a proposed 
Homedlate administrative license 

ension policy, was introduced in 
both the House and Senate April 15. 
Sponsors include Rep. Sam Wolf of 
Granite City. 


Sec. of State Jim Edgar, who 
chaired the task force, said the im- 
mediate administrative license 
Suspension policy would apply to a 
driver who has either refused to sub- 
mitto.a chemical test following a 
DUl arrest, or who is found to have a 
blood alcohol concentration in ex- 
cess of the legal limit. 


The suspefision would go into ef- 
fect 15 days after the arrest. The 
driver would have the right to ap- 
peal the suspension prior to its effec- 
tive date. 

‘Pwenty-three: other states, in- 
cluding four of the - five states 
bordering Illinois, have adopted 
policies enabling them. to remove 
potentially dangerous drivers from 
the roads quickly,” Edgar said.

Providing the prosecution with 
the same right as the defense to re- 
quest substitution of a judge in.a 
DUI proceeding. 

— Increasing reinstatement fees 
to $30 following-a suspension and $60 
following a revocation. 

Edgar said the legislation would 
create a uniform citation system 
with an accounting of all traffic cita- 
tions issued in the state. 

It would enable local units of 
government to pass ordinances levy- 
ing up to a 50 percent surcharge on 
fines for DUI. The revenue would be 
used for local DUI Programs. And it 
would require the retail li 
dustry to provide serve 
and require that servers 
by the state.

1040X can correct 
income tax returns 


Errors on previously filed tax 
returns can be corrected by filing an 
amended return, the Internal 
Revenue Service said this week. 

“If you discover that you failed to 
report some income, failed to claim 
tax credits or deductions, or er- 
roneously claimed deductions or 
credits to which you were not entitl- 

you can file to correct these er. 
* a spokesman said at Spr- 
ingfield 

“However, it is not necessary to 
file an amended return to correct ad- 
dition and subtraction errors. These 
are automatically corrected by com- 
puters at IRS service centers when 
the returns are processed. 

“Itis also not nec: 
amended return if you discover you 
failed to submit a required schedule. 
If this is the case, IRS will write you 
to request this schedule or attach- 
ment, 

The amended return is filed on 
Form 1040X, Amended U.S. In- 
dividual Income Tax Return. This

Form 1040X must be filed within 
three years from the date of the 
original return or within two years 
fram the time the tax was paid, 
whichever'is later, the IRS said.

Gina, Dana and James were 
removed from their family when the 
multiple fractures suffered by 
James were identified as possible 
abuse. Five-year-old Gina and two- 
year-old Dana ‘showed no signs of 
physical abuse, but it was obvious 
they were in a deprived environ- 
ment. Ten-month-old James has 
been treated for his injuries and is 
now in good health. 

Because of a shortage of foster 

~ homes, Gina, Dana and James had 
to be placed in three separate foster 
homes. These black children are not 
even in the same.community: and 

’ this makes-family visits.difficult, ac? 
cording to Michael Miller, a social 
worker with the Illinois Department 
of Children and Family Services. 


The mother has some health pro- - 


blems that limit her ability to care 
for her children. In addition, she is 
also the product of a turbulent and 
unstable family. DCFS has provided 
service to this family for several 
years. Gina, Dana and James’ 
mother has made sonie progress but 
severe problems still remain, a 
Spokesman said. 

Gina is a pleasant, talkative child 
She attends kindergarten — and 
receives help for speech problems. 
She is active and needs more atten- 
tion and reinforcement than she 
received from her natural family. 

Dana also suffers from the effect 
of her environment. She is a quiet 
child but is more outgoing when she 
is with her sister and brother. 

James was crawling and standing 
until his injuries limited his 
movements. 

Miller is seeking a foster home 
where the three children could be 
part of the same family. There is a 
shortage. of foster homes. for 
children of all ages and the need is 
crucial for sibling groups and black 
infants and toddlers,

Indoor air pollution at home is the 
theme of Clean Air Week 1985 to be 
Sponsored again this year by the 
American Lung Association (ALA) 
the Christmas Seal people -- it, 
was announced today by Lee Ann 
Baker, Lewis-Clark Region.

It is designed to 
focus on the neéd to improve the air 
people breathe and to underline the 
importance of the federal goven., 
ment’s Clean Air Act, administered 
by the Environmental Protection 
Agency. 

“The U.S. Consumer Product 
Safety. Commission estimated that 
between 80 and 95 percent of our-ex- 





posure to air pollution occurs in- 
doors,”’ she said. ‘Public awareness 
of indoor air pollution in our homes 
is only now emerging. It is of grow- 
ing concern, because it affects the 
health of millions.” 

Baker said indoor air pollution is 
presenting, a dilemma for advocates 
of home energy conservation: Peo- 
ple who live in drafty homes may 
have high heating bills, but air seep- 
ing in from outdoors flushes out 
harmful pollutants. 

“In well-insulated homes, air ex- 
change rates are reduced, thereby 
exposing occupants to pollution 
levels much higher than those suf- 
fered by their chillier but probably 
healthier neighbors," she said.

legally-supported ability to protect sources. 

Dan Haley, editor of the Oak Park newspaper, 
like many other free-distribution newspaper 
editors, .had no idea his paper was not afforded 
shield protection. 

‘The governor has seen this unjustified disparity 
between,free and paid newspapers needs rectifica- 
tion and his action deserves credit. So far, no free 
newspaper — to our knowledge — has had to deal 
with the fact that it cannot protect its sources, but 
the litigious attitude of the public toward the press 
could bring this situatfon to light, with serious 
ramifications to follow for even the most diligent 
reporters. 

We urge the legislature to follow the governor's 
lead and give the press the opportunity to continue 
in its already difficult role without the added burden 
of a shield law that does not do enough to shield. 


State FOI Law lacks strength 


The Illinois Freedom of Information Act might 
well be called the ‘Exclusion FROM Information 
Act." : 

+“. /information revealing the identity of per- 
sons who file complaints or provide information to 
administrative, investigative, law enforcement..."" 
agencies. : 

‘Only the most libertarian among the press would 
claim every report to a government agency should 
be made public. Most press persons are conser- 
vative enough to understand government agencies 
sometime need to protect their sources, just as the 
press has been given a shield law in this state to pro- 
tect its sources 

While many area police departments recognize 
the need to inform the press about crime, some 
departments do not.:They can use the law to keep 
the press and the public in the dark about criminal 
activity. . 

* Stalling’ is another provision of the Exclusion 
FROM Information Act. If a reporter requests in- 
formation about. the workings of a government 
body, it could take up to 14 days to get the informa- 
tion, This is a fast-paced world of high-tech com- 


munication. The public’s appetite is whetted on 
hearing the latest information. The act legally 
allows foot-dragging, depriving the public of the in- 
stantanious reports it deserves. 

‘ Phe Illinois Press Association is working to chop 
these and. other stipulations from the Exclusion 
FROM Information Act. 

Though the state deserves credit for enacting the 
act at all, the act's timidity is a public disservice in 
the name of service, The legislature, when in com- 
ing months it considers the proposed FOI changes, 
should keep in mind that democracy depends on an 
informed public. 

Few reporters are out to get anyone, but all are 
out follet the people know what its leaders are doing. 
That is and always has been our job, and God help 
this nation if that job ever changes. 

As newsman Walter Cronkite once remarked, 
“Our job is only to hold up the mirror — to tell and 
show the public what has happened — and then it is 
the job of the péople to decide whether they have 
faith in their leaders and government. We are 
faithful to our profession in telling the truth. That's 
the only faith to which journalists need adhere."*

Edgar cites many pedestrian deaths 


In 1983, about 7,000 pedestrians 
were killed and more than 200,000 
were injured by motor vehicles in 
the United States, Ilinois Secretary 
of State Jim Edgar said this week, 
adding, ‘Pedestrians share the 
responsibility for -preventing ac- 
cidents by obeying traffie safety 
laws. bs 

“They must obey traffic signals 
and walk lights and use the right half 
of the crosswalk when practical. 
When the steady yellow signal ap- 
pears, pedestrians are not allowed to 
cross unless directed by a 
pedestrian-control signal or a police 
officer. 

“Pedestrians who cross at any 
place other than a crosswalk at an 
intersection must yield the right-of- 


way to oncoming vehicles. 

“They are not allowed to walk ona 
highway if there is a sidewalk next 
to it. If there is no sidewalk, they 
must walk on the shoulder as far as 
possible from the edge of the road. 

If there is neither a sidewalk nor 
‘a shoulder and they must walk on 
the road, they should walk as; close 
as possible to the outside edge. On a 
two-way roadway, pedestrians must 
walk on the left side of the road. 

‘Although pedestrians and 
drivers should watch for each other, 
the final responsibility for traffic 
safety rests with the drivers. I urge 
them to be especially careful whert 
approaching a child, an elderly per- 
‘son or someone who appears confus- 
ed, disabled ar intoxicated.”

State legislation to fight child sex abuse 


To the Editor: 

Several new bills are aimed at pro- 
tecting children or aiding in the 
state’s fight. against child physical 
and sexual abuse. 

Physical abuse of children has 
been a topic in the General 
Assembly for quite some time. The 
Department of Children and Family 
Services has been active in im- 
plementing its programs to protect 
children in either family or non- 
familial situations where physical 
abuse occurs. 

Likewise, the laws protecting 
children are stringent. In cases 
where physical abuse is noted, 
parents, teachers, doctors and fami- 
ly members all share a statutory 
responsibility to report any potential 
abuse. 

Sexual abuse of children is a much 
newer and more delicate topic. 
Because of the danger to children 
from sexual abuse outside the home 
from stangers, as well as sexual 
abuse from family members, 
legislation in this area falls into two 
separate categories. 

Again, this is a fairly new discus- 
sion in the public, as well as the 
legislature, and the assembly must 
act outside the set of complex emo- 
tions which surround this topic. 

Some of the legislative initiatives 
introduced this session include: 

+House Bill 50, which requires an- 


nual instruction of ell pupils from 
kindergarten through eighth grade 
in effective methpds to avoid abduc- 
tion orpotential sexual assault. 
iouse Bill 51, providing that if a 

pupil is absent from school for two 
hours after the beginning of classes, 
the school must not the parents or 
guardian of the child’s absence. A 
number of states have initiated 
similar proposals to keep parents 
and teachers in closer communica- 
tion. Obviously, the intent-of this 
legislation is to alert parents when a 
child’s absence is first noted. 

+House Bill 52!(and a similar bill, 
HB 711), requiring a criminal 
background check on prospective 
employees of child care facilities 
and school teachers. A federal law 
(P.L. 98-473), passed in 1984, re- 
quires any state wishing to receive 
specific funds under Title XX of the 
Social Security Act to enact legisla- 
tion requiring a background check 
and criminal history on any person 
with primary care of a child for 20 
hours or more per week. 

The federal law does not stipulate 
such a check on teachers. This.

Allen asks supreme court to 
reconsider and oust Locher

Dr. Keith A. Hruska, chairman of 
RTA, said there is ‘‘a severe need 
here and nationally. for organs to be 
used in transpiantation. We hope to 
make people more aware of that 
need and to encourage them to take 
measures to assure donation of 
organs.”’ 

Hruska emphasized that organ 
donation is a matter that should be 
discussed with one’s family once a 
decision to become a donor is reach- 
ed. This will relieve the family of 
making the decision during a time of 
stress, he said. 

‘About two million people die each 
year in the U.S, and-in 1983 only 2,600 
donated their organs. More than 
8,000 people throughout the nation 
are awaiting kidnéys, and 160,000 of 
the 13 million Americans suffering 
from, some form of kidney disease 
die annually. 

The need for other vital organs 
also continues to increase. Life ex- 
pectancy for patients needing .a 
heart or liver is measured in weeks 
or months. Many transplant centers 
report that one-third to one-half of 
those waiting for a heart or liver die 


- before one becomes available. 


Anyone 18 or older may make the 
decision’ to be an organ’ donor. 
Minors may become donors with the 
consent of parents or guardians.

“None of ours has ever come out 
dead. We've been very lucky.”

Village officials optimistic 
about obtaining GM plant :

Could the Bint of Pontoon Beach 
be the site for the General Motors 
Saturn plant? Village Board Presi- 
dent Glen Wilson thinks so. 

On March 11, Wilson said, he sub- 
mitted a plat of a proposed site to the 
Illinois Department of Commerce 
and Community Affairs. ‘I thought 
we got a good reception. Mr. 
(Thomas) Hamrick (of the DCCA) 
was impressed with the site, and I 
think we've got a good chance. I 
think we're still in the running.” 

THE PROPOSED site submitted 
by Pontoon Beach officials is the 


Gordon Gass property between Pon- . 


toon Road and I-270. The site con- 
tains approximately 1,050 acres. 

A letter’ from’ DCCA’ Director 
Michael T. 'Woelffer also offered en- 
couragement to Pontoon Beach of- 
ficials. The letter was read to the 
village board during its Tuesday 
night meeting. 

Wotlffer said that on March 19, a 
delegation of Illinois representatives 
including-Senator Alan Dixon, Con- 
gressman Robert Michael, Illinois 
House Minority Leader Lee Daniels 
and Illinois Senate President Philip 
Rock met with GM Chairman Roger 
Smith and Saturn Corporation Presi- 
dent William Hoglund. 

ACCORDING TO Woelffer,. the 
GM officials said that Illinois had 
provided the best presentation to 
date by a state delegation. They also 
denied rumors-that GM would locate 
the plant in Texas. A decision, they 
added, Wil] be made sometime in 
June.. 

Following the reading of the letter, 
Wilson told) the village board that, in 
addition to|the plat of the proposed 
site, he has submitted various 
reasons why the site should appeal 
toGM: 

The site-is near two railroads (the 
Norfolk & Western, and the Alton & 
Southern), jit is near two commercial 
airports and Lambert International 
Airport, the utilities to the site are 
extendable, there are several col- 
leges and Universities in the area, 
there are sufficient public education 
resources and community pro- 
grams, an the village is near a 
metropolitan area. 

BUT PONTOON Beach is not the 
only proposed site in this region. The 
Southwestern Leadership Council is 
proposing four sites in Madison and 
St. Clair counties. 

Tri-Cities Area Chamber of Com- 
merce Executive Vice President 
James Pennekamp said the Leader- 
ship Council “‘looked at the sites we 
had information on, We reviewed all 
those, and |by elimination, it came 
down to those that met or exceeded 
the criteria GM submitted to us. 
That doesn’t mean, though, that 
there aren't other sites out there.” 

Pontoon Beach, he said, decided to 
submit a site as an independent ef- 
fort. ‘Do they have a chance? Who 
knows? I think it’s encouraging that 
they're pursuing this. 

“ONE OF THE criteria DCCA 
submitted jis that anything in a 
floodplain or levee area, they’re not 
interested in,"’ he said, adding that 
there may be some ‘‘flooding 
est with the Pontoon Beach 
ite. 

Pennekamp said sites submitted 
by the Léadership Council were 
along Interstate 55-70 near Troy and 
Glen Carbon, adjacent to the Belle 
Valley Industrial Park in Belleville 
and at Interstate 64 and Route 158 
near O'Fallon. 

“One of the eliminating criteria 
hitting this area very hard was the 
floodplain,’! he said. ‘‘The sites we 
reported on and submitted to the 
governor were, in our opinion, the 
best sites inthe area.”

Fire protection water 
charges may change 


Illinois-American Water Co. has 
filed tariffs to change the manner in 
which it charges for fire protection 
service 

The tariffs comply with the order 
of the Illinois Commerce Commis- 
sion following state legislation re- 
quiring the changes last August. The 
law becomes effective July 1, 1985. 

The new tariff law will not in- 
crease the company’s overall in- 
come, but it could'increase the water 
bills for some customers

living in areas which chose not to 
pay any or only part of the current

Disagree again over 
superintendent's pay

Questions over the salary given to 
the next Granite City superintendent 
of schools continued to be raised at 
the April 23 board meeting. 

Board Member David Partney 
read a prepared statement in 
response to a statement made by 
fellow board member Monroe Wor- 
then at the April 9 meeting. 

Worthen questioned the board's 
decision to set a} $55,000 minimum 
salary for a new superintendent. He 
felt the board could have done better 
by leaving the salary open. Worthen 
also indicated he might have prefer- 
red choosing a new superintendent 
from within the district. 

Dr. Max Redmond of Hayti, Mo., - 
was named the new superintendent 
April 3 and he will start work here 
June 1, advancing to the superinten- 
dent post July 1. $upt. Frank Kraus 
is retiring June 30) 

“I was perplexed to note that my 
colleague on the school board, an ac- 
countant, felt the board erred in the 
appointment of Dr. Max Redmond at 
his salary of $55,000 per year,”’.Part- 
ney said. "For many y previous 
boards have been (ci zed for 
political appointments. In the ap- 
pointment of Dir. Redmond, the 
board has followed the reeommen- 
dations of the neutral experts 
representing the Illinois Association 
of School Boards.” 

Worthen questioned whether that 
search committee was really 
neutral, saying one of the members 


formerly was a superintendent. 

“You know they are going to do 
everything they jean to jack the 
salary up,” Wofthen said. 

‘Depending on the job that is ac- 
complished, one might be overpaid 
at minimum wage while someone 
doing an excellent job might be 
underpaid at $55,000 a year,” Part- 
ney said. '‘In 1978, the district was, 
forced to borrow, $950,000. In 1983 
and 1984, that |same borrowing 
figure far exceeded $7 million. Cer- 
‘tainly that's not a Fecord of which we 
c 


1 was fortunate to serve on a 
rch committee a few years ago,”” 
id board member|Tom Miofsky.: 
“And they have to set minimum re- 
quirements. We were going to leave 
the salary open, but: the’ IASB 
twisted our arm on the $55,000 
figure. But we probably rank near 
the bottom there. | ‘ 
“As far as the] issue of stability 
goes, I think stagnation is another 
word for stability, I think we could 
use someone from outside for some 
new ideas. It’s important not just to 
ability, but to advance." 
'y said internal candidates 
mentioned for the job could have 
done a good job. 
o y could have grown into the 
he said. “‘But we don’t 
have time for that. All I ask is that 
we give this man a chance..And I’m 
confident that we will all cooperate 
with him." ‘ 
Partney said the district had 
previously been | paying both a 
superintendent and. an assistant 
superintendent a total of $98,000 in 
salary and related costs. “But when 
Frank Kraus moved from assistant 


sistant’s spot was eliminated. 

I'm not an accountant, but even I 
an figure if Dr. [Redmond makes 
5,000, we will bé saving our tax- 
ers over $43,000 a year,” Partney 
said. 

He added that he had done studies 
and found the $55,000 salary to not be 


out of line. In fact, he said, it might 
even be low. t 

The Belleville High School 
District, with an enrollment af 4,100 
students, pays its superintendent 
$60,000, he reported: 

“Our district boasts 620 employees 
and a budget of $26.5 million,’> Part- 
ney said. ‘‘No corporation of that 
scope would expect to hire its chief 
executive for less than $55,000, 

“I know our selection followed an 
extensive and intensive search, In 
November, the people will have the 
opportunity to vindicate and reward 
that effort.”” 

Partney said Wednesday the last 
comment did not mean he would be 
out to “‘get’’ Worthen in the school 


-board election, ‘That just meant the 


people will decide who is right and 
who is wrong,” he said. 

Miofsky said Redmond had stated 
he would not ask. for a raise unless 
other employees get raises. 

“I hope we can come up with 
something for the other employees 
this year,” he said. “But for now, I 
don’t want to beat this thing to 
death. Let's put it aside and work on 
the problem.” ~
